DUTIES AND RESPONSIBLITIES OF ELECTED N.U.T.S CLUB OFFICERS 

The following duties are descriptions of club officer duties based on historical club bylaws 
and the current configuration of the NUTS Club board. Please give consideration as to indi¬ 
viduals you would like to nominate at the November election. 

PRESIDENT: 

Generally oversees all aspects of club activities and presides over club meetings. Recruits 
and schedules guest speakers, makes plans for club meetings and functions, drafts a 
monthly president’s message for the club newsletter and approves the newsletter for distri¬ 
bution. Acts as a liaison with other clubs and associations. Works with fellow club officers 
to see that all functions of the club are attended to. 

VICE PRESIDENT: 

Oversees all club activities in the absence of President. Greets members and visitors at each 
club meeting and facilitates taking of attendance and distribution of tags for the prompt¬ 
ness prize. Coordinates and manages the annual coin show, the club’s primary fundraising 
event. Recruits club members to assist at the coin show and assigns duties as needed. 
Oversees club elections. 



SECRETARY: 


Records the minutes of all club meetings. Responsible for keeping membership rec¬ 
ords and issuing membership cards. Coordinates closely with newsletter editor, web¬ 
master, and treasurer to ensure contact information is kept current. Other duties as 
needed such as procuring refreshments for club meetings. 


NEWSLETTER EDITOR: 

Prepares and distributes club newsletter each month. Solicits and obtains articles of 
interest and speaker notes from club members. This position requires a home com¬ 
puter, ideally equipped with some type of software such as Microsoft Publisher to for¬ 
mat and organize the newsletter. Maintains a current email and address list for all 
club members and sponsors. Takes photographs or works with someone to ensure 
pictures of club events are included in the newsletter. Responsible for NUTS club 
owned printer and supplies. Makes sure that newsletters are forwarded to club histo¬ 
rian. 


WAGONMASTERS: 

Wagon masters oversee several aspects of club activities such as ticket sales, draw¬ 
ings, finds of the month contests, and club outings. Wagon masters assist as needed 
at club picnics, parties, and the annual coin show. 


TREASURER: 

Responsible for all financial activities of the club to include managing checking ac¬ 
counts, deposits, ledgers, coin show proceeds, and expenditures. Ensures that sup¬ 
plies are procured for drawings, prizes, and club activities. Issues reimbursement 
checks as needed. Responsible for maintaining club safety deposit box. Advises the 
board and members on the financial state of the club. 


APPOINTED OFFICERS: 

The newly elected club president will appoint a Bourse Chairman, Medals Chairman, 
webmaster, and historians. The immediate past president serves as an honorary 
board member and chairman of the coin show.
